The automobile Davis is 
believed to have left Mont Alto school 
in, was found abandoned with its 
keys sticking in the dashboard, in 
7iagerstown last Friday. 
Since that 
tim e no trace of the instructor has 
been found. 
Monday, Morton H. Cope, an of­ 
ficial at the state forestry school 
went to Philadelphia to attem pt to 
identify an am nesia victim at the 
Philadelphia hospital whose descrip­ 
tion corresponded with th a t of D a­ 
vis. 
He returned Tuesday with the 
word th at the two were not the same 
person. 
Notified of Davis’ disappearance. 
Corporal R. W. 
Frutchey of the 
state police, broadcast a description 
of the m an over the teletype. Word 
came back from Philadelphia th a t 
an am nesia victim was in the G en­ 
eral hospital, who stated tiiat he 
was an iron worker. He wore a yel­ 
low gold wrist w’atch and a belt with 
an initial “F” in block letters on the 
buckle. The m an was believed, from 
the tone of the com m unication from 
William Connelly. Philadelphia chief 
of detectives, to be Davis. Connelly 
sent his return message by teletype. 
An investigation at the school by 
Corporal Frutchey failed to disclose 
th a t a yellow wrist w atch of the de­ 
scription furnished belonged to D a­ 
vis or anyone else at the school. 
However, it was established that D a­ 
vis’ room -m ate's belt, with a buckle 
bearing the initial “P,” was missing. 
Davis, a graduate forester, was 
last seen about 2 p. rn. on January 
7. 
It was said th a t he had been 
despondent recently and has talked 
of joining the navy, going to Flor­ 
ida or committing suicide.
